Russian - Greek Catholic Church 


Its Peculiar Services W itnessed and DeS' 
cribed and O ther Interesting Details Given 


By J. FEU DN EK 


Last Sunday Mrs. Fetidner and I 


attended services 
a t 
the 
Russian 
Greek-Catholic 
church 
in 
Denver 
( l o r educational 
¡Mirposes), 
and 
>ince the form o f worship in this 
church is so radically different from 
anything usually scon, 1 thought a 
description might interest the r e a d ­ 
ers of the Republican. 


The church is located a t the ex ­ 
treme northern limits of tin* city of 
Denver, where there arc plenty of 
vac ant lots and the streets are not 
yet systematically defined. We s t a l l ­ 
ed in ample time, but a tr a n s f e r to 
a suburban c a r delayed us, so that 
we did not arrive a t the church until 
the services had started. 


As we approached the church we 
saw one of the acolytes (a lta r hoys) 
in a green garment reaching to 
the 
ground getting a pitcher o f water at 
a neighboring house, and a fte rw a rd s 
n ea r the close of tin* services, a n ­ 
o ther boy in a yellow garment was 
again sent out with the pitcher. 


We did not expect to find such an 
edifice as the Kremlin at Moscow, but 
r a th e r a small church and a small 
congregation. 
When we entered the 
edifice wo found the congregation 
standing, and so we took a stand 
n e a r some women n ear the entrance, 
hut in looking around I readily saw 
our mistake. 
1 noticed t h a t all the 
men were on the right side and the 
women on tin* left, and then I re- 
metnbt *red this to he the custom in 
all Kuropenn churches and in most 
all foreign churches in this country. 
I then walked over and stood among 
the men— full blooded Russians. 


'flic* services consisted of chanting 
by the priest and singing by the con­ 
gregation alternately, and this was 
kept 
tip for th ree -q u arte rs of an 
hour. 
At first the priest could not he 
seen, but finally he threw open an 


open-work double door and he was 
then visible. 
During this responsive 
chant 
(which 
was 
the 
regular 
liturgy o f the ch u rch ), this scroll­ 
work door was opened and closed as 
the ritual demanded. 
No organ was 
used to accom pany the 
singing as 
musical instruments are not used in 
the Eastern Orthodox church. 


About one-fourth 
o f the 
inside 
space of the church 
building 
was 
partitioned off and the floor of this 
partition space raised two or three 
feet. 
The partition, which reached 
to the ceiling, was a panelled one, 
and each panel had painted oil it 
a holy picture or icon as they are 
(allied. 
In the middle was an open 
scroll-work 
double 
door, 
behind 
which the priest officiated. 


Over this door n ear the ceiling 
hung a 
lamp with the perpetually 
burning flame, and a little further 
away from the partition hung two 
large candelabrum each holding from 
thirty to I'ortv candles, and then 
there 
was 
a nother 
ordinary 
tin 
candle holder upon a stand holding 
as m any candles— all burning. 
U p ­ 
on two other stan d s rested framed 
and glass covered icons at a conven­ 
ient inclination for imprinting of

(A d e s c r i p t i o n 
o f the a lta r and other details are 
given below.)

there was a box conveniently placed, 
which 
had 
three 
compartments,

At the conclusion o f the chanting 
of the liturgy tin* priest stepped fo r­ 
ward in front of the double door and 
gave a short talk to the congrega­ 
tion, and this w a s in 
Russian 
of 
which wo did not understand a word. 
A fter th a t the congregation walked 
forw ard in single tile— the men first, 
and then tin* women and lastly the 
children— to take holy communion. 
They stopped in front o f one icon, 
made tin* sign o f the cross, kitssed 
the icon, then stepped in front of the 
priest, made an o th er 
sign of 
the 
cross, and 
kissed a 
gilt 
crucifix 
which he held, and also kissed the 
hand holding it; then they took a 
piece of the holy bread from a plate, 
then stepped up to 
a nother 
icon, 
made the sign o f the cross, and kiss-

The following additional details I 
gleaned from I he records in the large 
public library of the city of Denver. 


flie 
Greek-Catholic 
church 
is 
strongly oriental, unintelligibly sym ­ 
bolical and mystical and excessively 
ritualistic. 
It rejects the organ and 
other musical instruments and sc ul ri­ 
tm e, except the flat images or icons, 
and m akes le>s use of the fine a r ts in 
their churches 
th an 
the 
Roman 
Catholics. 
But 
they have even a 
more complicated system o f ceremo­ 
nies with gorgeous display sem i-bar­ 
baric pomp, and endless changes of 
seccrdatal dress, crossing gestures, 
genuflexions, prostrations, washings, 
processions, which so absorb the a t ­ 
tention of the senses that there is 
little room left fo r intellectual and 
spiritual worship. 


The term 
“ liturgy” is 
specially 
given to the service of 
the 
mass, 
which are in two forms, the longer 
and the sh o rte r form, and these are 
in antiquated dialects according to 
thy country where used, and are but 
little understood by the people. What 
we should term sermons are little 
known the principal 
substitute “ for 
them being the recital of the life of 
some saint, often full of fabulous d e­ 
tails and miraculous stories. 


Almost every Russo-Greck church 
is built in a form of the 
Byzantine 
style, with a cupola or dome s u r ­ 
mounted by a 
(G re ek ) cross, over 
tin* east end and a belfry at the west. 
There i> an en tra n ce hall, 
a 
main 
building in which 
the 
worshippers 
stan d (there being no s e a ts) and an 
a lta r enclosure raised two or three 
steps above the rest of the building 
with a partition o r screen 
n ea r the 
front 
completely 
covered 
with 
“icons” or hotv pictures of saints. 
In front 
o f each principal icon 
is a candelabrum of gerat-si/.e c a p ­ 
able of containing thirty to forty 
candles. 
In tin* center of the p a r ti ­ 
tion is a double door, which is open 
at tunes, and behind which the priest 
stan d s during the liturgy. 
The whole space behind this p a r t ­ 


ition is called the altar, containing 
a square table called 
the 
throne, 
which corresponds with the a lta r o f 
the Roman ch u rch ; on 
this 
arc 
placed the gospels, a gilt cross for 
the congregation to ki-s, the box 
containing 
the 
elements 
of 
the 
eucharist, and a silk handkerchief 
containing a very special piece of 
silk or linen about 15 inches square, 
having stam ped on it a re p re se n ta ­ 
tion of the burial of the Christ. 
This 
emblem is caller an “ antim ins” and 
is essential to tlie existence of the 
church, being 
consecrated by 
the 
archbishop of the diocese and con­ 
veying his blessing to the 
building. 
A minute portion of some holy relic, 
anointed with consecrated oil, is fix­ 
ed on th a t side of 
the 
“ ontimins” 
which is turned toward 
the east. 
The a lta r coverings are of special 
value and o f smyholical im portance 
— one complete linen covering made 
in the form of a cross, symbolises 
the linen clothes of the Savior in llis 
tomb; another very rich one signi­ 
fies the glory of God. 


Within this a lta r space there is 
another table on the north si«It*, call­ 
ed the a lta r of sacrifice, on which are 
placed the holy vessels, together with 
a spear, in memory of that which 
pierced tin* Savior’s side, and which 
is used for cutting small triangular 
portions of bread fo r the sacram ent, 
the 
spoon 
for 
administering 
the 
sacram ent, et<\ 


The p r i e s t s put on t h e i r samoni- 
cals in this a lta r space and perform 
most of tin* service 
standing 
and 
moving about in it, little heard by the 
congregation. 
The priestly garment 
include the all«*, a kind o f frock with 
loose sleeves laced cuffs, belt, stole, 
chasuble, and a speeial square piece 
of 
brocade 
hanging 
from 
the 
shoulder. 
t ’oneerning tlic icons so univers­ 
ally used and 
venerated 
by 
the 
Greek-Uatholie church and the in­ 
fluence of these sacred pictures in 


R u s s i a , Dean Stanley s a y s : 
“ Everywhere, in public and in p r i­ 
vate, t he sacred picture is the c o n ­ 
secrating element. 
In the corner of 
every room, at the corner o f every 
street, over gatew ays, in offices, in 
steamers, in stations, in tav ern s is 
the picture hung with the lamp burn­ 


ing before it. 
In domestic life it 
plays the p a r t of the family Bible, 
of the* wedding gift, of the birthday 
present, etc. 
In the national life it 
is the watchword, the flag which 1»; - 
supported the cousage of generals 
and roused the patriotism of troop-., 
* * * E n te r within any church such 
as those at Moscow, which best r e ­ 
present the national feeling. 
There 
the veneration has reached a pitch 
which gives an a spect to the whole 
building unlike any European <bur<h. 
From top to bottom, from side to 
side, walls and rooi and sereen and 
columns are a m ass of gilded pic 
tures, not one’ of any artistic value, 
but all c a s t 
in the same 
ancient 
mold.”

details 
could be given concerning the G reek- 
Uat holie 
church, 
such 
as 
the 
the 
ceremony 
of 
baptism, 
the 
ceremonies of the 
very 
numerous 
fasts, tin* yearly 
communion, 
the 
ceremony 
of the extreme unetion, 
and the very peculiar burial riles 
and ceremonies, hut it would make 
article i<*o long.

Th e order is so sweeping th at an
